2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species. 

a. Species I, the embodiment represented by Figure 18A; directed to an embodiment 
of a control device with a neural network per applicant's disclosure 

b. Species II, the embodiment represented by Figure 1 8B; directed to another 
embodiment of an alternative control device with a neural network per applicant's 
disclosure. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the 

mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious 
variants of each other based on the current record. In this instant case, the invention in each 
embodiment modified per applicant's disclosure are operated independently without one another 
and does not necessary require each other.
